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The importance of studies on local floras has 
been recently emphasized by Santapau (1958). 
Kapoor (1962) made a study of indigenous as well 
as non-indigenous plants growing in Lucknow 
district and enlisted 914 species including 5 species 
of Gymnosperms. Patil (1963) listed 330 species 
growing around Lucknow city. 

In course of some ecological and systematic 
studies on the vegetation of Lucknow and environs 
I have come across 13 species (given below) which 
have not yet been reported earlier. The specimens 
are deposited in the Herbarium of Botany Depart¬ 
ment, Lucknow University, Lucknow.
